y Pittsfield, Mass., Dec, 30,—Sixteen 
| workmen were killed yesterday by the 
explosion of a boiler at the plant of 
the Morewood Lake Ice Co., near this 
city. In addition twelve men were 
t |injured, two of whom, it is feared, 
» | will die. The dead: 

Wm. Dunn, engineer; George Ward, 
fireman; John Raymond, carpenter; 
Edgar Allen, employe; Leo Termandz, 
M, F. Smith, Wyatt Moore, Wm. Pe- 
hoon, Alfred Benz, Frederick Ruther, 
Elmer Eldridge, James MceNalus, 
George Houghtaling, Joseph Gallego, 
Obelino Gallego, all laborers; uniden- 
tified laborer. 

The City Council yesterday after- 
noon passed a resolution with a view 
to supplying the wants of those left 
fatherless, and to help the injured. 
Within a short time nearly $3,000 were 
subscribed. : ‘ 

Gathered in and about the little boil- 
er building some distance from the 
icehouses, were about 125 men, mostly 
Polanders and Italians, awaiting to 
go to work cutting ice. With a crash 
that was heard for miles around the 
boiler burst, and bodies of men and 
fragments of iron and timbers were 
hurled through the air. Those of the 
workmen who were not killed out- 
right were either seriously injured or 
dazed by the shock. 

Physicians, ambulances and auto- 
mobiles were rushed from this city to 
the lake, and the injured men brought 
to the hospital here. In some in- 
stances the bodies of the dead were so 
badly mutilated that identification 
was impossible for many hours. 

Parts of the bodies were found some 
100 to 200 feet from the site of the de- 
stroyed building. The boilerhouse and 
the boiler itself were broken into hun- 
dreds of pieces. The icehouse was 
damaged but little, and the entire 
monetary loss will not exceed $500. 
No definite determination of the 
cause of the explosion is likely until 
the state officers have completed their 
investigation.

Duvall has any such information. 


Pope Favors Cremation. 

London, Dec. 30.—There is appar- 
ently confirmation for the recent re- 
rt from a French source that the 
‘ope is preparing a decree to author- 
ize cremation. Die Flamme, the chief 
German organ of cremation, goes so 
far as to state that Pope Pius X. is 
personally greatly in favor of crema- 
fion, and that as Cardinal Sarto he 
made strenuous representations te Leo 
XIII. in order to procure the tolerari 
potest. 
Die Flamme understands that the 
Pope has given directions for the 
cremation of his own body, although, 
of course, no absolutely authentic con- 
firmation of this is obtainable. 


Discharged Frem Bankruptcy. 
Pittsburg, Doc. 30.—Eharry Kendall 
Thaw, who killed Stanford White, the 
New York arehitect, in that city, was 
discharged from bankruptcy by Judge

drew his objections. Attorneys declar- 
ed Thaw’s recognized creditors would 
receive 2) per cent. of their accounts, 
According to the bankruptey petition, 
Thaw’s liabilities were $463,140, with 
assets of $128,017.

Ottawa, Dec. 30.—An effort is being 
made to induce Sir Richard Cart. 
wright to accompany Hon. W. S 
Fielding and Hon. William Paterson 
to Washington to take part in the re- 
ciprocity negotiations, but it is un- 
likely that he will go. The proceed- 
ings there will begin probably on Jan 
12. Mr. Fielding, while still suffering 
from his facial trouble, ia in much 
better health than he was in the au- 
tumn, It is expected that he will be 
in his seat in the House after his re- 
turn from Washington.

HD country chureh has a place 
to Gil In the rural community | 
that can be filled by nothing | 


else, In too many cases the 


church bas failed to make the most of 
{ts opportuulties, Its growth has not | 
kept pace with the growth of other 
rural institutions. 

The country church is too often a 
mere imitation of the city church. 


The church officers and the pastors do 
not recognize that rural needs in re 
Yigion are as distinctive as rural needs 
in education. In the city there is room 
for many churches and many denomina- 
tions. In the country this is not the 
case. One church 1s enough for any 
country community, and {P is a large 
village that can support more than 
one, The curse of denominationalism 
has been the ruin of religious life in 
many a rural community. From being 
an exponent of peace the church too 
often has become a promoter of strife. 
A spirit of friendly rivalry has devel- 
oped many times into a bitter fight be 
tween denominations, When churches

fight the devil gets his due, and too 
often he has seized his opportunity to 
eapture the whole community, bag and 
baggage.

A community that could sup- 
port one thriving church divides its en- 
ergies among half a dozen. The only 
bass singer is a Presbyterian perhaps, 
and the soprano is a Methodist and the 
rest of the choir are Baptists.

| of the future will be educated on a 
mixture of religion and agriculture, 
He will have a deep, abiding sympa- 
thy with country life and an apprecia-- 
tion of Its problems. | He will lift the 
church to its proper plece in the com- 
munity. The mission boards are 
sending many “industrial missionaries” 
to forelgn Jands. These are young 
men and women trained in the indus- 
trial colleges. They are training the 
heathen in the arts of agriculture and 
industry and are tnaking better Chris- 
tlans of them than has ever been done 
before. If men of this type could be 
Placed fn the country churches of this 
nation the moral life of the land 
would be revolutionized. 

I do not mean that agriculture need 
be preached from the pulpit, although 
that may be admissible on occasion.

| Seed corn famine. An early freeze the 
| fall before destroyed the vitality of a

tested. The most powerful sermons’ 
| given in many of the country churehes 
| in Iowa that winter were those with 
seed corn for a theme. In addition, the’ 
| preachers bad the satisfaction of know- 
ing that they had a part in adding to) 
the material as well as to the spiritual 
welfare of their communities. 

This case ts an exception, but it fllus- 
trates the poimt. More often the pas- 
tor’s agricultural kpewledge will stand 
him in good stead outside the church 
door. It will give him ap understand- 
ing of nature that will be reflected in 
his sermons and will reach the hearts 
ef his people in a way that a sermon 
laden with tbe spirit of the paved 
streets never couki do.

Text of the Lesson, | Kings xii, 25, to 
xiii, 6—Memory Verses, 28-30—Golden 
Text, Ex. xx, 4—Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev. D, M. Stearns, 


All the predictions and foreshadow- 
ings of Scripture and their fulfillments 
should be of the greatest possible in- 
terest to every child of God, and be- 
fore we leave the story of Rehoboam 


of his reign, or just about thirty-four 
years after the temple was completed, 
it was plundered by Shishak, king of 
Dgypt. Compare I Kinjzs vi, 88, and 
II Chron. xii, 2, 9. In Jolin ii, 19-21, the 
Lord Jesus spoke of Himself as the 
temple and of His death and resurree- 
tion, and He must have been about 
thirty-four years of age when He was 
crucified. 

In the lesson of today we are in- 
troduced to Jeroboam, son of Nebat, 
the first king of the ten tribes, and 
afterward spoken of over twenty times 
as the man who made Israel to sin, 
and this he did deliberately, although 
he had been told that the kingdom had 
been divided and part of it given to 
him beenuse of this very sin of idola- 
try on the part of Solomon (chapter 
xi, 81-38), He had also been told that 
if he would do right in the sight of the 
Lord the Lord would be with bim and 
build him a sure house, 

He seems, however, to have had no 
confidence in the assurance of the 
Lord, but was afraid that if the peo- 
ple went to Jerusalem to offer sacri- 
fice in the house of the Lord the king- 
dom would return to the house of Da- 
vid. So he took counsel and made two 
calves of gold, placing one in Bethel 
and one in Dan, for the people to wor- 
ship and said, ‘Behold thy gods, O Is- 


| have seen 


rael, which brought thee up out of the 
land of Egypt” (verse 28). There is an 
evil one, the devil, who hates the liv- 
ing and true God and His word and 
His people and eyer seeks to have 
people worship him instead of God. 
Whatever is not the worship of God is 
the worship of the deyil and of de- 
mons, and alliidolatry is of the devil 
(Deut. xxxii, 16, 17; I Cor. x, 20; Ps. 
evi, 85-37). The great deceiver and 
enemy of God and man sought to have 
even the Son of God worship him and 
to that end offered Him all the king- 
doms of the world and the glory of 
them (Matt. iv, 8-10). He will ere this 
age closes, but after the church has 
been caught away, possess a man 
whom all the world will worship ex- 
cept those whose names are in the 
book of life (Rey. xiii, 4-8). This Jero- 
boam and all others from Cain onward 
to the antichrist of the last days, who 
do not belieye God and therefore do 
believe the devil, are all one family 
and on their way to the place prepared 
for the devil and his angels (Matt.

HERE’S A NOVEL IDEA. 


Stamp Calendars For Christmas Pres- 
ents. | 

The very ingenious calendar shown 
here is formed of nothing more or less 
than canceled postage stamps. The 
method of its making is as follows: 

Cut out of stiff white paper the 
shape of a butterfly, about two-thirds 
the size of your finished calendar. On 
this paste in rows, as shown, the 
stamps, which have been covered first 
with mucilage and plaited in two or 
three folds. A variety of colors may 
be secured here by using, for {nstance, 
| red two cent stamps with a few green 
one cent ones in the middle of each 
wing, or green with a red at the tips, 
or a spot or two of some other color. 

The antennae are formed of strips 
cut from the edge of a stamp, the body 
of pinched brown stamps, torn a bit 
in the center and then squeezed into 
shape. The lowest part of the body is 
a plain oval cut from a heavily cancel- 
ed stamp. 

The calendar portion, which is per- 
petual, is composed of three strips of 
satin ribbon about an inch wide, in a 
color barmonizing with that of the

stamps, pasted to the paper butterfly 
foundation. On the first typewrite or 
print the days of the week, on the sec- 
ond the months of the year and on 
the third the numbers from 1 to 81. 
Fben cut two parallel slits of the right 
size In round revenue or envelope 
stamps and use these as slides to show 
the date. If you wish you can make a 
fourth ribbon with the year dates, 
from the present to as far as you care 
to go. 

A loop and bow of baby. ribbon In 
the same color, also pasted to the pa- 
per backing, will give the finishing 
touch, affording a means of banging 
up the calendar.

let cook very slowly for fifteen min- 
utes, stirring all the time. Stirin three 
yolks of eggs, half a grated lemon rind 
and the strained juice of the half lem- 
on. Cook till it thickens, but do not 
allow it to boil. Peel and slice four 
ripe bananas, place the slices in a 
glass disb, sprinkle over with sugar 
and half a wineglassful of sherry wine. 
When the custard is cold pour it over 
| the bananas and let it set. 


Delicious Creamed Tongue, 

| Boil a calf’s tongue the day before 
you wish to use it. Put it in boiling 
salted water and when tender let it 
cool tn the same water. Peel and trim 
off all the rough places about the root 
and slice in small pieces. Melt two 
tablespoons butter in your saucepan, 
add one and one-half cups of rich milk; 
when hot blend in three level table 
| spoons of flour, one-balf teaspoon salt, 
pinch of nutmeg, a dash of cayenne 
pepper and a teaspoor minced parsley. 
When smooth and creamy add two 
cups of sliced tongue and serve very 
hot with a good dish of French fried 
potatoes and fresh baking powder bis- 
| cuits, 


Sweet Potato Pie. 

Parboll sweet potatoes and when 
done peel them and grate, Measure 
the grated potato, and to a solid pint 
| of it allow one-half cupful of butter 
| and three-quarters of a cupful of 
sugar, Cream butter and sugar to- 


| eggs, beat in the/ potatoes and flavor 
with cinnamon and nutmeg to taste 
and the grated rind of a half lemon 
with the juice, Stir ina wineglassful 
of brandy and, last of all, the whites 
of the eggs, beaten very stiff. Pour 
| the mixture into a deep tin lined with

Parasites on Hogs. 

There are very’ few herds of hogs 
that do not suffer from parasites—ex- 
ternal or internal or both. No dne 
would argue that a hog could do its 
best when bothered with lice or 
worms, but comparatively few think 
that these pests may seriously affect 
profits. They may not affect profits 
to an appreciable extent when they 
are not present in excessive numbers. 
The herd may go on for years without 
being seriously affected by them, but a 
time favorable to the parasites will 
come when they will infest the little 
pigs to such an extent that the loss 
will be plain. It pays to be always on 
the watch for these little “profit eat- 
ers” and do something to get rid of 
them when they are found. Preyentiye 
Measures are always best to control 
worms or lice, 


Ration For Dairy Cows. 

We believe that the following com- 
bination of feed will make as economi- 
cal and as good a ration as could be 
Suggested, says Hoard’s Dairyman. 


Let each animal haye daily thirty 
pounds silage, eight to ten pounds 


clover hay and corn stoyer ad libitum, 
A mixture consisting of 400 pounds 
corn chop, 200 pounds bran and 200 
pounds gluten feed will supplement 
this roughage very well, Hight pounds 
should be sufficient for the production 
of one pound of butter fat or one

The eye should be opened and 
shut in the solution half a dozen 
times or more so that it will thor- 
oughly bathe the eyeball as well as the 
lids, 

Lines or wrinkles under the eyes 
may be relieved by the use of a good 
pure skin food. Steam the parts af- 
fected by laying hot wet cloths on 
them for fifteen minutes, then dipping 
| the fingers into tbe skin food. Mas- 
sage gently along the line taken by 
the wrinkles for ten or fifteen min- 
utes. Give this treatment twice daily 
with steady persistence, and after a 
month or so's treatment an improve- 
ment should be noticeable.

A touch of color in the cheeks on the 
wedding day is to be desired, and if it 
can be obtained in no other way a dust 
of rouge is quite excusable, for the 
bride who is a wan ghost is anything 
but good to look upon.

“The London Spiritualist Alliance, 
Limited,” ia one of tho strangest 
business ventures in existence, for it 
is a commercial concern which bas 
to do solely with inhabitants of an- 
ether world. Furthermore, unlike 
most registered companies engaged in 
trading, the members of this strange 
alliance for tho investigation of spirit 
phenomena are prohibited from re- 
ceiving any profit from the operations 
of the company. Stranger still, this 
peculiar business has proved « finan- 
cial, success. 

The London Spiritualist Alliance, 
Limited, is perhaps the queerest busi- 
ness organization in existance. 
Though-established as far back as 
7884, it hag worked practically and 
literally “‘in-the dark,” investigating, 


tabulating, recording, and photo. 
eraphing — spirits, “thousht-forms,’ 
wraiths, double persoualt appari- 


tions; in fact, “spooks” of every de- 
seription. in job and assorted lots. 

The Alliance has the finest occult 
library in the world, It also runs a 
clever little weekly paper culled 
"Lieht.” whieh has an enormous cir- 
eulution, not only among. spiritual- 
ists, but philosophers, students, and 
thinkers who wish to keep: informed 
concerning spirit phenomena, 

Tt goes without saying that in 
“Spooklund’’ there are  “fakers,” 
frauds, and tricksters galere. But 
woe to the professional medium who 
enzazes in controversy with the 
Sp: ntist Alliance in London, think- 
ing to nehieve an easy triumph over 
the credulous souls of this organiza. 
tion , 

In the seance room of the Spiritual- 
ist Alliance there has just been con 
structed n cage a little larger than a 
telephone booth, the four sides and 
tom of which are composed of the fin- 
est mosquito netting. The framés of 
this cave are screwed together by 
deep thumb-screws, and when once 
the medium is inside it would be 
ntterly impossible, without collusion 
on the part of someone outside, to 
produce any phenomena of a “tricky” 
eharacter. 

The simplicity of this 
its greatest recommendation. It is 
nothing more nor less than a net 
cage, built up of four panels and a 
top. During a seance the cage is 
placed in the centre of a room and is 
surrounded on all sides by members 
ef the committee of the Alliance, who 
perform the tests.

SOUTHEY’S GUILLOTINE. 
Did 


It Not Serve the Purpose For 


Which It Was Made, 


Tord Southey once in a fit of dis- 
gust with life had a magnificent guil- 
lotino erected in the drawing room of 
his magnificently appointed house in 
the Rue de Luxembourg, at Paris, 
The machine was an elaborate affair, 
with ebony uprights inlaid with gold 
and silver. Tho framework was cary- 
ed with great artistic skill, and the 
Knife, of immense weight and falling 
at the touch of a spring, was of orna- 
mental steel, polinied and as sharp 
as @ razor, 

The spring which liberated the 
knife was placed within easy reach 
of any one kneeling upon the seaffold. 
In fact, every detail was arranged 
with a view to the convenience of 
the would-be suicide. The day that 
the engine of death was entirely finish- 
ed Lord Southey completed his testa- 
mentary dispositions, shaved, had his 
hair cut and, clothed in a robe of 
white silk, knelt upon the platform 
under the knife. 

The guillotine was placed before a 
large mirror, wherein the person com- | 
mitting suicide could see his own im- 
age until the last. Murmuring a short 
prayer, Lord Southey placed his head 


in the semicircle and pressed the 
spring. 
The next morning he was found 


calmly sleeping in his bed. The spring 
had failed to work, and after several 
fruitless efforts Lord Southey was 
compelled to relinquish his attempt 
upon his life. Thoroughly cured of 
his spleen, he presented the guillo- 
tine to the Glasgow museum, whence 
he made an annual pilgrimage to see 
it until the end of his life. 


First Life Insurance Policy. 

The first life insurance policy of 
which the details are on record re- 
sulted in a law suit. William Gyb- 
bons insured himself on June 15, 1583, 
for £383 against dying in twelve 
months. He did die on May 18 of the 
next year, and the disgusted under- 
writers (the company of those days) 
contested payment on the plea that 
he had: lived twelve months of twenty- 
eight days each.

norant mothers are the worst offend- 
ers, especially those who must go out 
to work and who resort to these dead- 
ening drugs to quiet the children dur- 
ing their long absences. While it is 
pitiful enough to bear the wails of a 
neglected child, it is even more pitiful 
to see the stupefied child sleeping off 
a drug debauch provided by its own 
mother. 

The children of the rich eften suffer 
through the practices of their nurses, 
who wish to secure exemption from 
their care and so ppt them Into an 
unnatural sleep. Once found out, in- 
stant discharge should follow without 
a recommendation, 

No offeuse can be more contemptible 
in the eyes of the law or of society 
than making drug inebriates of little 
children. It is simply a process of 
slow poisoning, which at the same 
time establishes a habit, affects the 
mentality and injures the baby. A 
child brought up on “soothing sirups” 
1s dull and lethargic. Many a mother 
who conplajns her child doesn’t “get 
| on” in school is herself responsible in 
| that she fed him on these compounds 
| to keep him quiet while she worked, a 
dear bought freedom. Under the food 
and drug act the United States courts 
are making it evident that a label ac- 
curately stating the contents of a 
“medicine” does not imply liberty to 
advertise it as not injurious and rec- 
ommend It as remedy for ills it cannot 
cure. A man recently was fined $100 
for selling a “toothing sirup” contain- 
ing morphine and chloroform, though 
the label indicated these drugs and the 
amount. Dr. Wiley declared the stuff 
mislabeled because the label declared 


and that it was “a sure remedy for all 
ailments fncldent to babies from one 
day old to two or three years.” ‘Lhe 
federal court sustained the chemist, 
and the proprietor will have to take 
| his “sure cure” off the market or con- 
tinue to pay fines.

them. 

George Millen, ex-reeve of Saltfleet, 
and an intimate friend of the murder- 

ed man, said he told Tom that his fa- 
ther had complained to him of the 
Way the son was acting toward him, | 
and that he had threatened to sell 
the farm, thereby putting Tom and his 

| wife out of the place. He said he 

went out with Tom to the barn, when 
the litter returned from Hamilton, 
and that Tom refused to look at the 
body. Mr. Staunton accused the wit-

J. W. Finton, the prisoner’s brother, | 
explained that when removing a

Mr. Staunton. 

“Tt’s the way he says it,” chipped 
in Mr. Blackstock. 

Mrs. J. W. Finton said she noticed

David Muir, cashier of the Traders’ 
Bank at Stoney Creek, said he cash- 
ed a check for $100 for Elijah Finton 
several days before his death.

At the conclusion of the morning’s, 
session, the prisoner’s friends all 
crowded around him and congratulat- 
ed him on the good fight being made 
for him.

Heads 
of Sixty Day oats are shown in the 
illustration taken, witb the reading 
matter, from a bulletin of the United 
States department of agriculture. The 
color of the Sixty Day and tbe Kher- 
son oats varies witb the locality. In 
the corn belt the grain is a deep golden 
yellow, while farther north and in 
drier sections it is much paler, becom- 
ing almost white in the extreme west 
and northwest. The bull is very thin 
and the weight per busbel usually high. 


The crop ordinarily reaches maturity 
in ninety to a hundred days, or about 
ten days earlier than most of the ya- 
riefies commonly grown. 

The principal objections urged by 
farmers against this class of oats are 
the yellow color and the small size of 
the berry, In some markets there is a 
discrimination in favor of white oats 
of 1 or 2 cents a bushel, but by far 
the larger portion of our oat crop is 
fed on the farms where produced, and 
yellow oats are just as good for feed- 
ing as those of any other color. On

|THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, | Kinga xvi, 15-33 
Mamory Verses, 25-30--Golden Text, 
Prov. xiv, 34—Cornmentary Prepared 
by Rev, D. M. Stearns, 


Today we are introduced to two of 
the worst kings In all the history of 
the ten tribes, Omri and Ahab, Of the 
| former {it is written that he wrought 
evil in the eyes of the Lord and did 
worse than all that were before him 
and of the latter it is written that he did 
evil in the sight of the Lord above all 
that were before him and did more to 
provoke the Lord God of Israel to an- 
ger than all the kings of Isracl that 
were before him (verses 25, 30, 383). 
What a record of increasing iniquity 
and how great the long suffering of 
Jehovah that could bear with it! But 
we must consider that ever since the 
serpent tempted Eve, and how much 
longer we do not know, God has pa- 
tiently borne with the devil and will 
continue to bear with him till the time 
of Rey. xx, 1-3. While there is no 
hope for that great adversary reyealed 
in Scripture, as to men it ts written 
that the Lord fs long suffering toward 
‘us, bot willing that any should per- 
ish, but that all should come to re- 
pentance (II Pet. iil, 9). 
The greatest sinner may be saved if 
he will only turn from his sin to God, 
but for all who will not turn there is 
naught but the flaming fire and venge- 
ance of Il Thess. i, 8, 9, the lake 
which burneth with fire and brimstone 
of Rey. xxi, 8. If any will not receive 
the truth God will let them belieye a 
lic, and for all who will not bow to 
the word of God there is no morning 
for them (II Thess, ii, 11, 12; Isa. viii, 
20, margin and R. V.). In all the his- 
tory of the ten tribes there was not 
one ruler who feared the Lord, but all 
walked in the way of Jeroboam, the 
son of Nabat, who made Israel to sin 
(verses 26, 81), 
During the forty-one years of the 
reign of Asa over Judah, who was on 
the whole a good king and most of the 
time did right in the sight of the Lord, 
six of the kings of the ten tribes either 
reigned or began to reign, and each 
one is mentioned by name in connec- 
tion with the year of Asa's reign when 
he began to reign (xy, 25, 28, 33; xvi, 
8, 10, 15, 23, 29). No less than eight 
times do we find Asa mentioned in 
connection with the names of these 
kings, and it is to me suggestive of 
the wheat and tares of one of our 
Lord's parables, concerning which He 
said, “Let both grow together till the 
harvest.” In this case it was not diffi- 
cult to distinguish the righteous from 
the wicked, but often we cannot tell 
here, wheat and tares in some stages 
of growth look so much alike. 5 
The wicked prosper, are not in trou- 
ble like other men, they are proud and 
lofty and yery often die peacefully (Ps. 
Ixxiii, 2-12), and Asaph is not the only 
one perplexed thereby. The righteous 
and the wicked die, and often their 
bodies lie side by side in the cemetery, 
and where is the difference? The up- 
right shall haye dominion over them in 
the morning of the first resurrection, 
when only the bodies of the righteous 
shall rise from the dead (Ps, xlix, 14). 
When we return with Christ then shall 
we more fully discern between the 
righteous and the wicked, between him 
that serveth God and him that seryeth 
Him not (Mal. ili, 18). 

Rulers like Omri and Ahab will flour-

His name and make war with the 
Lamb and His people, but they shall 
be suddenly overthrown (Rey. xili;

Insuring Fairs Against Rain 
A plan for insuring the agricultural 
societies of the province against loss 
by rain at their annual shows has been 
submitted to the various secretaries 
by Mr. J. Lockie Wilson. 
The proposition is as follows :—" In 
case of loss sustained by an agrical- 
tural society through rainy weather or 
snowstorms, the Department of Agri- 
enlture may, on satisfactory proof, 
pay the society so affected, an addi- 
“tional grant equal to 50 per cent. of 
_ the loss sustained, which shall be pry- 
able out of the annual grant to ugri- 
cultural societies, and such sum shall 
not exceed $10,000 in any one year. 
The loss shall be based on the average 
gate receipts for the three previous 
_ years, but in no case shall the grant to 
’ the society for this purpose exceed the 
sum of $300, and it will not be paid 
until the joint affidavit of the presi- 
dent, secretary and treasurer Las been 
received by me as superintendent, 
showing that their gate receipts had 
fallen below the average ot the three 
previous years on account of such bad 
weather and that the rain or snow had 
fallen previous to3 p.m. on one or any 
day of the fair.” 
he total grant to the fairs has been 
increased to $75,000, and it is expected 
that in some seasons the payments for 
losses by vain will not exceed $1,000. 
, The annual convention of all the soci- 
eties will be held in the City Hall, To- 
ronto, on February 8 and 9. 


Drainage Surveys 

The Department of Agriculture at 
Stitling is making preparations for an 
extensive drainage campaign through- 
out the County during the coming sea- 
son. We have instruments whereby 

we nmiake actual surveys of the lands 

to he drained, then determine where 

drains will be most advantageous, the 

exact fall along those drains, the size 

and number of tile required and the 

grade at which the drains should be 

dug. These facts are clearly marked 

on a plan which will be made in the 
actual presence of the farmer, thus 

making sure that all points are clearly 

understood by him. One of these 

ae may be seen at the office in Stir- 

ing, where we shall be pleased to ex- 
plain it in detail to all persons inter- 
ested, and to discuss drainage mat- 
ters with them, 

Any persons wishing to have drain- 
age survey work done would do well 
to inform us immediately as there 
will likely be a rush as the spring 
opens when drainaze appeals to so 
many. We are distributing applica- 
tion forms among the farmers which 
if filled out and returned to us will 
bring a drainage adviser to them when 
wanted. Cull or write for one of these 
applications.

Taft Says U, S. 
ency Demands It. 


President Addresses Panama Club 
In New York and Says There Is 
No Treaty Obligation That Will 
Prevent the U. S. From Fortifying 
the Canal—Andrew Carnegie Mild 
In His Applause. 


New York, Jan, 23.—President Taft 
began in earnest his campaign for the 
fortification of the Panama Canal. 
His entire speech at the annual din- 
ner of the Penna Society in New York 
was devoted to this subject. 

In the Senate the President has 
been told the sentiment in favor of 
the fortifications is almost two to one 
The House seems pretty evenly di- 
vided, but not along partisan lines. 

In his speech last night the Pres 
dent declared there was absolutely 
no treaty obligations in the way af 
fortifying the canal; that the United: 
States had every right and reason to 
protect what was purely an Ameri- 
can waterway. 
The President said he yielded to no 
man in his love of peace and hatred 

of war. He said he hoped to submit 
soon to the Senate arbitration treaties 
of a broader nature than had ever 
con™ before that body or any other 
legislative body of the world. At the 
same time, Mr. Taft cautioned his 
hearers that universal peace was still 
a long way off, and he could not 
conceive of any patriotic American 
being willing to allow an attacking 
force free and equal use of a water- 
way which was built by Americans 
largely as an instrument for the de- 


fence of their country. 
The President recalled that the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty of 1850 was 


made with Great Britain at a timo 
when neither country contemplated 
building the eana]. After the failure 
of the French company, he recalled, 
came the Spanish-American war, and’ 
the 12,000 mile cruise of the Oregon 
demonstrated the necessity for the 
canal to double the efficiency of the 
U. 8. fleet. He quoted at length from 
the correspondence between John Hay 
and Lord Lansdowne in support of 
his proposition that nothing in the 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty precluded the 
right of the U. S. to fortify the canal. 

“Suppose,” said the President, 
“that England is at war with some 
other country that is not bound to 
us by treaty rights at all, isn’t it 
essential] that we should have fortifi- 
cations here to protect the canal, not | 
only for our own use and for the: 
world’s commerce, but for the use of 
England and her warships as a means 
of passage? In other words, we have | 
to preserve that canal as a means of 
transit to belligerents in time of war 
| as long as we are not ourselves en- 

: gaged in the controversy.” 

It was interesting to watch the face 
of Andrew Carnegie as the President 
twarmed to his argument and ham- 
mered home his points.

Proper Treatment of the Hoof to 
Avoid Injuring It. 

When the feet are gone there is no 
horse left is an old adage the truth 
of which is incontrovertible. Yet no 
part of the horse’s anatomy is worse 
used than the feet, and there are 20 
more frequent diseases to which the 
notice of the veterinary surgeon is 
brought than those of the feet. This 
comes of the unwise yet obstinately 
maintained fashion of rasping, cutting, 
burning, tarring and greasing the 
hoofs. 

When tar is applied to the hoof the 
acid acts chemically upon the horn 
and hardens or disintegrates it, and 
the oll, evaporating, leaves a space be- 
tween the fibers filled with the hard- 
ened residue. As with tar, so with 
grease. Both these substances drive 
out the water from the horn and oc- 
cupy its place, in time hardening and 
acidifying the substance of the hoof 
crust, rendering it brittle and contract- 
ing it. 

The substance of the frog is horn, 
but it is of a softer and more open 
texture than the sole and crust ‘of 
the hoof. It is therefore more easily 


| affected by injurious conditions, and 


when it becomes deprived of its water 
it shrinks more than the more solid 
horn. When a shoe is to be fitted the 
edge should be prepared by cutting or 
rasping and not by burning.

When from bad management 
sole and frog become dry and con- 
tracted no grease or tar should be 
used, but water should be used freely, 
and then the hoof should be dressed 
with glycerin, which will mix with 
water and does not displace ft. Glyc- 
erin contains no acid or acrid prop- 
erties, but is soft, bland, emollient and 
does not evaporate, It therefore sof- 
tens the horn and allows the fibers to 
expand. Contraction is thus prevent- 
ed or overcome when it has actually

the big expenditure will be made at 
the two ends Montreal and the 
French Riyer. 

Whether the route at Montreal will 
be in front of the city or by the Back 
River is an open question. Each has 
its advocates, but the latter, it is 
snid, is the cheaper by two million 
dollars. 

It is understood that while the work 
will be done by contract it will be a 
Government undertaking, rather than 
that of a private company with a 
bond guarantee. The canal, like the 
others of the Canadian system, would 
in all probability be free. 

Two Killed In Railway Wreck. 

North Portal, Sask., Jan, 23.—Word 
was received here Saturday morning 
that a bad wreck had occurred on 
the Portal section of the Soo Line, 
near Macoun, A rotary plow, going 
from Estevan to Weyburn to work 
on the forward branch, had a rear- 
end collision with No, 205 passenger 
train. After being in a snowdrift for 
eighteen hours near Kenmore, the 
passenger train left North Portal at 
$.80 Saturday morning, running with 
the mail car in the rear owing to 
broker draw-bar. This undoubtedly 
saved the lives of many passengers. 

Two passengers in the sleeper were 
killed and one of the mail clerks ser- 
iously injured. Two coaches went in- 
to the ditch. Trainmaster Hakette 
left here immediately on a special for 
the scene of the wreck. 

The names of the unfortunate pas- 
sengers who were killed in the smash 
are: P. J, Hunt, commercial travel- 
er, ticketed from Toronto to Seattle, 
and R. Chapman, traveler, Toronto to 


Calgary. 

The names of the injured mail 
clerks are: Lewis Manahan and 
Greenhaugh.

Stamping Out Consumption. 

London, Jan, 23.—In a letter to 
Hall Caine, who has been advocating 
Government measures with the ob- 
ject of stamping .out consumption, 
principally through the state taking 
charge of all consumptives, David 
Lloyd-George, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, makes the interesting an- 
nouncement that he has already been 
considering the practicability of deal- 
ing with the problem in connection 
with his forthcoming scheme of in- 
validity insurance. 

The Chancellor says that the chief 
difficulty is financial, and that it will 
be eSpecially hard to estimate the 
maximum contribution which ean be 
levied on workingmen. However. he 
expresses himself as hopeful of do- 
ing something to arrest the terrible 
scourge, ‘whose livid wheals are 
deeply marked on the face of Great 
Britain.” 


Good for Newfoundland, 

St. John’s, Nfid., Jan. 23.—The de- 
cision of the United States Treasury 
that duty must be collected on fish 
cargoes purchased abroad and taken 
to American ports in American fish- 
ing vessels, is regarded in the Gov- 
ernment circles here as likely to op- | 
erate to the advantage of Newfound- 
land fishermen, who will be able to 
compete on equal terms in American 
markets with American vessels. 
Heretofore American vessels have se- 
cured free entry for fish purchased 
by them. 

One outcome of the decision is ex- 
pected to be the employment of col- 
onial vessels to carry herring cargoes 
from the southern bays. The colonial 
Cabinet will not grant American ves- 
sels permits to purchase cargoes there, 
and The Hague decision denies them | 
access to these bays.

Make It by These Rules and it will

Divide it into four parts, roll in 
a napkin and “put it on ice. Mix the

“The Lord was with him; be sought to 
the Lord God of his father; his heart 
was lifted up in the ways of the Lord;” 
also some grand things that he said 
are found in the record of him, such 
as “Belleve in the Lord your God, so 
shall ye be established; believe His 
prophets, so shall ye prosper” (xx, 20); 
also his charge to the Levites and 
priests in chapter xix, 9-11, and his 
prayer in chapter xx, 6-12. 
It was most commendable that he 
should send throughout all the cities 
of Judah those who would teach out 
of the book of the law of the Lord 
(verse 9). So we read that thesLord 
established the kingdom in his hand, 
and not only all Judah, but also the 
Philistines and the Arabians, brought 
him presents, and he had riches and 
honor in abundance and waxed great 
exceedingly (verses 5, 10-12), a ful- 
fillment of the words, “Them that hon- 
or me J will honor" (I Sam. fi, 30). 
It would have been a better record 
if it could have been written that this 
good king never in any way turned 
aside from doing right in the sight of 
the Lord, but only one ever lived on} Madoc 
earth who knew no sin and did no 
sin. Iver since Adam sinned every 
mere man has proved himself to be a 
sinner. How wonderful it is and what 
glorious good news that He who neyer 
sinned, having been made sin for us, 
offers to blot out all our sins and put 
Wis righteousness to our account be- 
fore God (II Cor. v, 21). 
When Jehoshaphat went with Ahab 
to battle and almost lost his life there- 
by, when he {in his extremity cried out, 
the Lord helped him, and God moyed 
them to depart from him (xviii, 29-31). 
It is only as the Lord, or Yehovah, who 
by grace becomes our righteousness, 
that God, or Blohim, the Creator, can 
do anything for such as we are. It 
was after Jehoshaphat bad been re- 
buked for his sin In the matter of 
Ahab with the memorable and far- 
Yeaching words, “Shouldst thou help 
the ungodly and love them that hate 
the Lord,” that he said to the judges 
whom he appointed, “Take heed what 
ye do, for ye judge not for man, but 
for the Lord” (chapter ‘xix, 2, 6, 7). 
When we see in our day those who 
profess to honor Jesus as God joining 
hands in so called good works with 
those who deny that Jesus ts God it 
looks yéry much like a union of Christ 
and antichrist, an impossibility, and 
therefore all who unite in any way 
with the enemies of Christ are for the 
time being denying Him.
